The House of Representatives in 


Committee of the Whole defeated the 
motion to concur in the Senate Substi- 
tute for the Bond bill by a vote of 190 
to 80, a majority of 110 against tbe 
Silver amendment. In the House on 
Friday when the ayes and nays were 
called on the bill, the vote stood 215 to 
90, a majority of 125 against it. This 
was a record-making vote and 305 mem- j 
bers are recorded for or against free 
coinage. Out of the 306 membera com- 
prising the House of Representatives 
only 37 are unaccounted for. The 
others voted or were paired for or 
against the bill. An analysis of the 
vote shows that 134 Republicans and 31

mats, they drop into long and profound 
slumber One member of each group re- 
niaiiis" awake to icspoud to the half 
borrly call from tho palace As he calls 
back, (he others, half awake, mechan- 
ically hhont back the response. It makes 
little ditteieuce, bowoypi, that the police 
continually sleep, for robbery is rare
